In compliance with the duty of disclosure under 37 C.F.R. § 1.56 and in 
accordance with the practice under 37 C.F.R. §§ 1.97 and 1.98, the Examiner's attention is 
directed to the documents listed on the enclosed Form PTO-1449. A copy of each of the 
listed documents is also enclosed. 

Applicant submits the following comments about the cited documents. 

U.S. Patent No. 5,191,219 (Linke) discloses an information processing 
apparatus including a planar optical waveguide. In Linke '219, the planar waveguide 



serves to interconnect various subsystems which are arranged in a two-dimensional array 
along the planar guide. Applicant submits, however, that Linke '219 does not disclose a 
light receiving part embedded in the two-dimensional optical waveguide. 

The IBM Technical Disclosure Bulletin discloses an optical transmission in 
which light rays emitted from a emitter placed in an electronic unit is detected by a receiver 
placed in another electronic unit utilizing an optically transparent transmission plane. 
Applicant submits, however, that the Bulletin does not disclose a light receiving part 
embedded in the two-dimensional optical waveguide.
